She was young and beautiful, had 
a competant Share of Wie and good Senſe, 
bur took too much Freedom in her Conver- 
ſation, which becoming habitual, proved to 
be rhe Deſtruction of her Character and Re- 
putation. Her Levity was conſpicious to

One, if T had taken Warning by the 3/97þ 
which plays about the Candle till it has 
burn'd its Wings, 1 ſhould not have been in 
this Condition; bur I have play'd the Fool 
witha certain Lord too long, and now he 
flights and contemns me, and does all that 
lies in his Power to make me become the 
Jeſt of Medoſuria and Moraantia.

WHEN Yazellacame to her Apartment, 


ſhe made what haſte ſhe could ro dreſs her 


ſelf in order to appear before her Royal 
Miſtreſs ; bur Medaſaria and Mordantia be- 


ing {worn Enemies to this young Lady, and 


having vowed to work her Overthrow (tho' 


all their Schems were of no. other Effect 
than ro promote the Intereſt of Yanella) 
went privately, under a Pretence of a Viſit, 


hoping 
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hoping, however, not to find her within, 
and then would have had a plauſible Reaſon 
to ſay that ſhe had been with the Prince, 
for they were miſſed much about the ſame 
Time.

THE Seaſon ofthe Year advancing which 
invited the Nobility and Gentry to breath | 
the Country Air, King Ass removed with 8 
all his Court to one of his Palaces, ſituated | | 
at ſome Diſtance from Lacedemonia. Prince 
Alexts, having a ſtrong Deſire to make an 
Experiment of Yane//a's Sincerity, thought 
that the beſt Method he could take, was to | 
give her Cauſe to be jealous ; to effect this 
he talk'd very freely with Medeſaria and

Tell me, 
dear Prince, what have I done; what

can Medoſaria vic with me for Nobility 
of Birth, or Mordantia ſtand in Competi- 
tion with FVanella for Beauty? why then 
* am I lighted and they carreſs d? how 
often have you told me that J had a Mul- 
titude of Charms, and that the Graces 
* were proud of their Attendance on me: 
* Ts it then poſſible that you, can con- 
* deſcend to ſollicite a Plebean Matron, 
* the Wife of a poor Peaſant, to grant you a 
„ Favour, which Venus, if ſhe were on Earth, 
* would be proud to grant you? J have a 
* thouſand Things to ſay, but my Spirits 
* fleet ſo faſt, that my trembling Hand can

THE Prince was ſenſibly affected with 
this Letter, which gave him great Uneaſi- 
ncſs, and being now convinced of Hanella's 
Sincerity, wiſhed that he had not put it to 
the Teſt ; but to comfort the young Lady 
in her Affliction, he ſent word by che Per- 
fon who brought the Letter, that he would 
not fail of complying with what ſhe ſeem'd 


ro deſire... 
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IN the Evening Prince Alexis viſited 
Vanella, who, as ſoon as ſhe ſaw him, aroſe 
from her Couch, but her Joy was ſo 
great that ſhe fainted, and had certainly 
fallen on the Ground, if the Prince had not 
ſaved her by catching her in his Arms, tho' 
ſhe ſoon recovered her Senſes, yer it was 
ſome time before ſhe could ſpeak to him;

140 afſurs you, Vanella, 
41 will never give you a ſecond Cauſe to com- 
plain, and what I have done was only 10 try 
Whether you were Sincere in your Love and 
Friend ſbip for my Perſon, of which I am now 
fully condunc d. Jou muſt needs own, replied 
Vanella, that it was a very ſevere Tryal ; 
but, my dear Prince, your kind Promiſe, and the 
Aſſurance you give me thai you r ſatisfied with 
my Sincerity, have doubly recompenced all my 
Suffering s. 


PRINCE Alexis, to divert Vallenv, ſhift- 
ed this melancholly Scene, and making 
Love the Subject of their Diſcourſe, they 
ſpent ſeveral Hours in the moſt agreeav/e 
Manner, and to the great Joy and Satisfacti- 
on of cach other. During the Reſidence of 
King Agis in the Country, they carried on 
their Intrigues as plauſibly as the Nature 
of the Aﬀair would admit; nor did they 
deſiſt upon the Return of the Court to La- 
dedemonia. | 


IN a few Weeks YVane//abecame pregnant, 
which, as it encreaſed every Day, ſhe could 
not conceal from the prying Eyes of Mordan- 
tia and Medoſaria, and as the was paſſing by 
theſe two youg Ladics, whcn they were 
talking rogether, the former ſaid to her, 1

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Change happens in one Month, and yours in 
nine. Vanella, without Heſitation, made An- 
ſwer, I do, Mordantia, you wuſt acknows- 
ledge that I keep my Fat much longer than you 
did the Gold- Box; and let me tell you, there 
is one you know, that would number herſel 

among the happieſt Perſons on Earth, if her 
Condition could ſuffer a Change; ſhe has try'd 
to effect it, but the Labour was loſt on both 
Sides, for there are ſome Creatures in the 
World who are naturally Barren. For my 
Part, I freely own, that if Prince Alexis had 
made me a Preſent of a Ring, @ Box, or a 
Match, neither Threats or Promiſes ſhould 
have prevailed on me to affront him ſo groſsly 
as to return it after I had kept it a While, 


HEREUPON Vanella withdrew, and 
ſending for one who was her Confident,

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THE Grecian Hiſtorians do further ob-
